In addition to the many earlr^e^’ medical problems df which you had some know- 
ledge I've developed a few more with the legs that limit what I am able to do more tlian 

before and I have "sleep apnea," which me^uis among other things that when I'm asleep 
there are times I do not breathe. More so when I sleep on my back, when I do not breathe 
most of the time, This also gets me up early. To get 4-5 hours of sleep I retire quite 
early. It is rare tliat I sleep past 1 a.m. This mornigg it was a little after midnight. 

And it is now, believe it or not, a little after 1 a.m.! 


Tliere are some advantages from this abnormal life. The early-morning; hours are un- 
disturbed. No phone calls, for example. So I spend them at my desk and leave about 4^30 
to walk ^and rest) for an hpur and a half the tliree mornings I do not have blood tests. 

P lose mornings, instead of returning home I go to the building in which the lab i3 and 
resume walking and resting for mfcn^.than another hour, after which x have physical therapy. 
This week, on different days, ^tLl and I will be to ^ohns llokins in Baltimore, she for shots 
that control facial spasms that are disconcerting and interfere with her vision, me fiot for 
the montlily shot it is hoped will eliminate the need for additional prostate surgery, for 
which I Jo driven there every month, but for one of my periodic neurological examinations. 

Some neurological teats in January resulted in a large mascerated area on ny right sliin 
that is otilj far from healed and next month I have an extra trip there for the regular 
checkup on the leg circulation. There are other local appointments that take time so all 
in all I have comsiderablg less time for work. This is further «d reduced by the constant 

phone calls. Nonetheless, just getting to our age is a blessing.
